They found the gates closed and 
matchlocks were fired at them. ‘Tho remainder of 
the detachments then proceeded to reinforee the first 
party; the gates were forced in, and the outer part of 
the Fort taken with slight resistance. ‘The inner part 
however wo were unable to take owing to tho groat 
height of the walls, and there being only one gate 
which is strongly plated with iron. 


We thorefore retired, and attempted again to tako 
it this morning. We were unable to blow it open, owing 
to the scarcity and oourseness of the powder. The 
enemy during this time kept up a brisk fire with 
matchlooks atid big guns. I understand that there 
aro two hundred men, and nine or ten guns of different 
sizes in the Fort, the enemy wore frequently sum- 
moned to surrender, but refused. I await further 
instructions.
